There is nothing more invigorat- 
ing than a good start. If we aie 
going off on a day's excursion, we 
dislike a gloomy beginning. If we 
are in a race, we do our best to get 
ahead at the signal to go. In many 
things, the way we start is deter- 
minative and all that comes after 
wards depends upon it. Nowhere 
is the kind of beginning we make 
more important than when we leave 
home and enter a new set of sur- 
roundings at school or college, or in 
active woik. 

There is a Bible story of four 
young men and the way they start- 
ed in their course at college that 
shows how the thing ought to be 
done. They were boys who had 
been brought up in simple, reverent 
earnest homes, and the opportunity 
came to them to attend the king's 
college. The story tells us how 
they bore themselves in it, and 
what befell them there. Their 
names were Daniel, Hannaniah, 
Mishae 1 , and Azariah. Every hoy 
setting out upon a new experience 
ought to return again to his Bible 
and read in the first chapter of the 
book of Daniel, how a fearless and 
upright boy ought to act. 

This old story will show him first 
of all the power of leadership. One 
of the four boys took his posit iou at 
ouce, and the three others at once 
fell in with him, A firm and in- 
flexible man will not only hold his 
own, but others, who simply need 
such help and encouragement, will 
at once take their places with him. 
In war, companies ami regimeuts 
constantly take their character from 
the character of the commauders. 
Captain Hedley Vicars in his wild 
<lays had a crowd of wild men about 
him, but when he changed he 
changed his men with him, and fell 
in the Crimean War among steady 
and earnest men who had followed 
him in his new life. An athletic 
team will take its tone for good or 
for evil from some strong leading 
man, and it is so in all lite. Who- 
ever will cau lead others. Those 
who are beginning their lives now 
in new surroundings should try for 
themselves the joy of strong leader- 
ship in right things. 

We see in these four schoolboys 
in Babylon, the fine virtue of fideli- 
ty to old principles in new condi- 
tions and circumstances. The last 
five words of this sentence might 
be omitted, for a principle is some- 
thing that holds iu all conditions 
and circumstances, whether new 
or old. It is a law of right that 
rules everywhere. Principles do 
not change with places ; they are 
attributes of God, and because He 
is everywhere the same, right prin- 
ciples are everywhere the same. 
Truth, purity and houor are not 
laws with exceptions to them, or 
circumstances in which the laws 
are dissolved. Goiog to a new 
place does not make allowable what 
the old principles have condemned. 
These boys took the clean, earnest 
principles of their earnest homes 
with them into the king's college 

In doing this they uot only show- 
ed their principles to be real prin- 
ciples, but they also showed them 
selves to be real men. For just as 
a principle is a law of right carried 
everywhere. A true boy will do 
away from home just what he 
would think right at home. The 
fact that his father is far away and 
will not know, will make no differ- 
ence to him. 

The difficulty and danger of fidel- 
ity to principles in new surround- 
ings do not make any excuse for 
nqntehiog them. Daniel and 
his friend ran some risk. The 
prince of the eunuchs, though kind- 
ly disposed to them himself, dread- 
ed the consequence of their course. 
The King might be provoked, and 
they might do themselves grave 
haun, or at least they might lose 
the advantages of the coveted edu- 
cation before them. But the great- 
er the difficulties of living up to our 
principles, the greater the glory of 
doing it. Anybody can be high 
principled when that is as easylR 
comfortable as being low principled 
It is the faithfulness that cost that 
is worth while. 

Temptation to leave old prin 
ciples in new conditions is always 
able to present itself in natural, 
simple, and innocent forms. With 
Daniel and his friends it was a 
mere matter of diet. What harm 
could there be In adapting them* 



selves to the new conditions ? The 
old simple ways of their Jewish 
homes were well enough, but now 
they had come out into a larger and 
freer life, and it was finicky aud 
straight laced not to recognize the 
changed conditions and make con 
cessions to them. One great curse 
of our day is that such concessions 
have been made. The boy in col- 
lege has given up the old ideals, 
and the young man in the city has 
forgotten the ways of his father. 
We need, everywhere, a fearless 
adherence to the old veracities and 
fidelities. Tnat is our great need. 
The editor of the Wall Street 
Journal, who must have been re- 
calling his own boyhood memories 
put his forcibly in an editorial — 
44 Call to Piety :" 

44 What America needs more than 
railway extension, western irriga- 
tion, a low tariff, a bigger wheat 
crop, a merchant marine, and a new 
navy, is a revival of piety, the kind 
mother and father used to have — 
piety that counted it good business 
to slop for family prayers before 
breakfast, right in the middle of 
harvest : that quit field work a 
half hour earlier Thursday night, 
so as to get the chores doue and go 
to prayer meeting, and borrowed 
money to pay the preacher's salary, 
aud prayed fervently in secret foi 
the salvation of the rich man who 
looked with scorn on such unbusi- 
nesslike behavior. That is what 
we need now to clear the country of 
the filth of graft and greed, petty 
and big; a worship of fine houses, 
big lands, high offices, and grand 
social functions." 

Boys and girls, and men and 
women who will not adapt them- 
selves to easy-going lives, but who 
insist on prep«tuating the religious 
principles of their fathers, are the 
great need of the schools, colleges, 
towns, aud cities of the laud. — Ex

How Chinese Children Play. 

Chinese boys and girls are just as 
fond of toys and games as the 
children of other lands, although to 
look at their solemn faces you 
would hardly think so. 

The little Chinese boy has a big 
pocket In the front of his pinafore 
that he loves to fill with all sorts of 
things — bits of string, a top, coins, 
and especially candy. His sweet- 
meats are very hard, some of them 
like our rock candy, but they taste 
good to him. He also likes the 
queer nuts, melon seeds, and bits 
of sugar cane that he buys in the 
streets from a man who goes round 
with two baskets hanging from a 
pole that he carries across his 
shoulders. 

The toys that the children buy, 
also from a man in the street, are 
generally cheap figures of of ani 
mats or of human beings, made of 
clay or paper. 

The little Chinese girls play at 
44 hittiug the ball," a game of 
which nil of them are very fond. 
They bounce the ball on the floor 
with the palms of their hands and 
try to see how long they can keep 
going. They also have another 
ball game, like battledore and 
shuflecock, only they keep the 
shuttle-cock going with the sole of 
the foot. 

Sometimes a very small boy flies 
a big kite, and bis father and bin 
grandfather like to fly kites as well 
as he does, which seems s* range to 
us; but kite-flying isagreat amuse 
incut for boys and men in Cnina, 
where they make wonderful kites, 
iu the shape of birds, butterflies, 
and dragons, with ontspiead wings, 
kites that look very goigeous as 
they hang iu the air, 

Chinese girls do uot play much 
with dolls, but both they and the 
boys spin tops, which are made of 
bamboo and hum loudly. The 
children get much excitement ovei 
Punch and Judy shows. They 
dearly love to keep pets, such as 
goldfish, rabbits, and birds. They 
have many riddles, nursery rhymes, 
and games that they play together. 
Some of the games are very much 
like those that, the children of 
America and of Europe play, such 
as bliudmau's-buff and puss in the 
corner. Hide and-seck, too, is the 
same as in this country, but they 
have many games that we know 
nothing about. 

Sometimes they make themselves 
into a centipede — which means a 
creature of a hundred legs — by all

On September 27th, amid pleasing 
scenes, Gallaudet College began her 
fifty-third year of usefulness. On 
that day her doors were thrown 
wide to a motley throng of return- 
ing students, which numbers by far 
the largest in all the annals of the 
college. 

The returning students found 
much in the way of changes. Many 
familiar faces were brought to mind 
most strongly by their absence. Our 
friends of the Class 1916 were not 
here to give us their hands and to 
offer the usual friendly greeting ; 
they have gone out into the world 
to work their manifest destiny. 
Moreover; besides noticeable changes 
in the Faculty, Fowler Hall, the 
scene of many a joyous hour, is now 
a thing of the past ; its ivy-clad 
walls have been laid low, to make 
room for a newer, perhaps finer 
structure. Yet, while the memory 
of the present body of undergradu- 
ates endures, the older Fowler Hall 
will have a higher and more revered 
place than the newer structure. 

There are significant changes, 
also, in the curriculum, which tend 
toward supplying the technical train- 
ing that has so long been lacking 
Under the new order, it is purposed 
to require of each student, with the 
exception of the Seniors, a certain 
amount of work in Agriculture, 
Chemistry, or some kindred subject. 
This is regarded by those who have 
the success of the college in mind as 
a great step forward. It will raise 
Gallaudet upon an equal basis with 
the foremost colleges for the hearing 
and tend to promote the future suc- 
cess of her students. 

There is no one more sincerely 
missed this year than Dr. Amos G. 
Draper, who, as those interested in 
Gallaudet are aware, laid down his 
many cares last Spring, as the re- 
sult of advancing age. 

We would like to tell here how 
much Dr. Draper meant in the work 
of the college, and to attest the great 
respect and affection in which he 
was held by both the Faculty and 
students. Lack of space, however, 
compels us to pay him but a passing 
tribute. Yet it is not in words that 
we can best express our regard for 
him. Rather, it is in our memory 
and our gratitude. 

Dr. Draper was for forty-three 
years an instructor in the college, 
and for nearly thirty years secretary 
of the Faculty. In his daily duties 
he came into contact with all con- 
nected with the college, taking, 
particularly, an interest is the affairs 
of the young men and women who 
here learn the great and priceless 
facts of Education. 

As one might infer from the 
above, Dr. Draper had a great liking 
for young people. He was never 
more contented than when in their 
society. He was considerate and 
kindly and ever ready to stretch out 
a helping hand to a student in 
trouble. By this combination of 
sympathy and kindliness, he won 
tie lasting regard of all his students 
It is our hope that, free from his 
many cares, he may enjoy in peace 
and tranquility the remaining span 
of years allotted him, as the just 
reward of his long labors. 

During the summer just passed, 
led either by a careful pursuit of re- 
creation, or by the sterner and more 
elusive chase of the bi-monthly pay 
envelope, many of the undergradu- 
ates enjoyed experiences which 
should prove of inestimable value to 
them in the great life struggle for 
which College is a preparation. And 
it is gratifying to know that, whether 
in the laboratory, or tennis court, the 
Gallaudet man, in every case, show- 
ed himself able to cope successfully 
with his hearing brethren. 

Messrs. Davis, '17, Pulver, '17, 
Osborne, '19, Dohrman, '19, and P. 
Wilson, '20, spent the summer in 
Akron, Ohio, where they were em- 
ployed as tire-finishers with the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co 
They brought back interesting 
stories of their work, and the fine 
reception they received from the 
deaf of the Rubber City. It is not 
necessary to add that they also 
brought back bulging pocket books 
We will, however, see to it that 
they do not suffer long from the 
latter complaint. 

As before noted, the present en- 
rollment i» the largest in the history 
of the college. This is accounted 
for by the large number of new 
students. All told, these number 
forty-six, the second largest number 
in the history of the college. This 
speaks well for the management of 
the college, when it is remembered 
that, owing to the demolishing of 
.1, the amount of avail- 
able space is much less than in 
former years.
